construction trades on which 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
figures, Roofing and Sheet Metal 
Work are out-ranked by only 5 
other fields in the Frequency Rate 
of All Disabling Injuries.

Naturally, under the American compe- 
titive system, the most successful con- 
tractors are those who have the lowest 
costs along with the ability to complete 
a generally satisfactory job 
Compensation Doesn’t Cover 
The total cost of an accident is not 
paid for by compensation insurance. 
Only the medical and compensation 
expenses are covered, Other expenses 


are borne by the contractor, as shown 
later in this article. These expenses 
become a threat to his success when 
they rise above those incurred by his 
competitors. even the in- 
surance costs must not be passed over 
lightly, as something like taxes paid 
by everyone. Most contractors realize 
that some of their group pay higher 
rates than others, depending upon their 
previous accident experiences, but too 
few have stopped to analyze the pos- 
sibilities for savings from this source, 

Suppose that a job was to employ 
100 men for a period of about three 
months. The pay roll involved might 
be about $100,000. Assuming an aver- 
age rate of $4 per $100 of pay roll, 
the compensation insurance bill would 
be about $4,000 without experience 
modification.
